SHARP’S  SPECIFICATION. 

TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  James 
Sharp,  of  Leaclenhall  Street,  in  the  City  of  London,  Ironmonger,  sends 


greeting. 

WHEREAS  the  King’s  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  His  Letters  Patent 
mder  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date  the  Twenty-first  day  of 
Vugust  last,  gave  and  granted  unto  the  said  James  Sharp,  his  executois, 
administrators,  and  assigns,  His  Majesty  s  special  licence,  full  pow  ei,  and  sole 
jriviledge  and  authority,  for  the  said  James  Sharp,  his  executors,  adminis- 
rators,  and  assigns,  and  every  of  them,  by  himseli  or  themselves,  or  by  his  or 
heir  deputy  or  deputies,  servants,  or  agents,  or  such  other  as  he,  the  said 
lames  Sharp,  his  executors,  adhiors,  or  assigns,  should  at  any  time  agree 
vitli  (not  exceeding  the  number  of  five),  and  no  other,  from  time  to  time  and 
it  all  times  during  the  term  of  fourteen  years  therein  expressed,  to  make,  use, 
ixercise,  and  vend  his  new  invented  “Curious  Stove  or  Grate,  answering 
svery  Purpose  of  the  American,  German,  or  Register  Stoves,  but  in  its  effect 


SUPERIOR  TO  ANY  OF  THEM,  FOR  THE  WARMING  OF  ROOMS,  CHURCHES,  OR  HALLS,  WITH 

power  of  Increasing  or  Diminishing  the  Heat  thereof,  and  without  Consuming 

SO  MUCH  FeWELL  AS  OTHER  STOVES  HERETOFORE  DISCOVERED,”  to  have,  hold,  USe, 
exercise,  and  enjoy  the  said  licence,  power,  priviledge,  and  advantage,  to  the 
said  James  Sharp,  his  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  for  the  term  of 
fourteen  years  from  the  date  of  the  said  Letters  Patent  next  immediately 
ensuing,  and  fully  to  be  com  pleat  anil  ended  according  to  the  statute  in  that 
case  made  and  provided;  in  which  said  Letters  Patent  is  contained  a  pioviso, 
that  if  the  said  James  Sharp  should  not  particularly  describe  and  ascertain 
the  nature  of  the  said  Invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  per¬ 
formed,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  under  his  hand  and  seal,  and  cause  the 
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same  to  be  inrolled  in  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Chancery  within  four 
calendar  months  next  and  immediately  after  the  date  of  the  said  Letters 
Patent,  that  then  the  said  Letters  Patent,  and  all  liberties  and  advantages 
whatsoever  thereby  granted,  should  utterly  cease,  determine,  and  become  void. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  I,  the  said  James  Sharp,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  5 
proviso  in  the  said  Letters  Patent  contained,  do  hereby  declare  that  the  nature 
of  my  said  Invention,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  same  is  to  be  performed, 
appears  and  is  described  in  the  Drawing  hereunto  annexed. 

In  witness  whereof,  I,  the  said  James  Sharp,  have  hereunto  set  my 
hand  and  seal,  this  Eighteenth  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  10 
Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-one.

AND  BE  IT  REMEMBERED,  that  on  the  Eighteenth  day  of  October,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  1781,  the  aforesaid  James  Sharp  came  before  our  said 
Lord  the  King  in  His  Chancery,  and  acknowledged  the  Specification  afore¬ 
said,  and  all  and  everything  therein  contained  and  specified,  in  form  above  20 
written.  And  also  the  Specification  aforesaid  was  stampt  according  to  the 
tenor  of  the  Statutes  made  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  late  King  and 
Queen  Wm  and  Mary  of  England,  and  so  forth,  and  in  the  seventeenth  year  of 
the  reign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  Third. 

Inrolled  the  Twentieth  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  25 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-one.
